A good many years 
ago, 
the 
Latin poet Horace remarked that 
there were things 
that 
stalked 
with impartial tread through the 
palaces of the rich and the hum­ 
ble dwellings of the poor; among 
which is toothache. 
The Presi­ 
dent, like the rest of us, has been 
keeping his hand 
on 
his 
jaw, 
though his mind may have been 
on more important affairs.

which helps some. 
Toothache or 
no toothache, the President
